SSID  for  this  response  may  be  an  issue  under  CERCLA.  They  mentioned  something 
about  the  site  codes  have  always  had  to  stop  at  regional  boundaries  for  Superfund 
cleanups,  and  feel  that  this  probably  will  be  no  different  given  it’s  a Superfund 
response  (versus  a Stafford  Act  response).  Also,  I heard  there  may  be  the  possibility  of 
a supplemental  appropriation  for  the  response. 
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
